‘Conventional Design’ 
defeated 116 to 107 
The Town of Wilmington, in a 
Surprisingly gentlemanly meet- 
ing Monday night voted in fa- 
vor of the design advocated by 
the Permanent Building Commit- 
tee, for a so-called ‘circu- 
lar’ school, for the off-Glen 

Road School, 

Defeated was an amendment to 
the proposal, that $21,000 be 
%&_/dded to the appropriation and 
the committee be instructed to 
construct a school of conven- 
tional design, 

The amendment was defeated by 
a 116 to-107 vote, a vote 
which found the School Commit- 
tee men and the school employ- 
ees solidly together in favor 
of the ‘conventional’ design. 
The final vote, in favor of 
anew school was 193 to 1, 
with William Israel of Hatha- 
way Acres being the lone stand 
out. Not many people under- 
stood Mr. Israel’s reason for 
his vote, but they admired him 
for being a person of his con- 
victions, 

Philip Buzzell Moderator 
Atty Simon Cutter, Moderator 
of Wilmington, called the meet 
ing to order at 8:17 pm, and 
explained that because of the 
Jewish High Holidays he did 
not care to preside. He called 
upon Town Counsel Philip Buz~ 
zell to act as Moderator. Mr. 
Buzzell had been Moderator of 
Wilmington for about 20 years, 
in days gone by. 

The debate opened with Erwin 
Hanke, chairman of the Build- 
ing Committee asking that the 
town appropriate $450,000 for 
building the new school, and 
for paying for past archi tect- 
ural and other fees amounting 
to nearly $50,000. 

John Collins, Superintendent 
of Schools amended the motion 
to read $472,000, and ‘instruct 
the committee to build a 
school of conventional design’ 

Finance Committee 
Speaking for the Finance Oom- 
mittee, Bob Michelson stated 
that it had approved the sum 
of $450,000. 
Building Committee 

Then followed a most remark - 
able demonstration of team- 
work in speaking. Each member 
of the Building Committee 
spoke in tum, on his special - 
ty in the committee work, and 
then turned the microphone o- 
ver to the next man, until all 
five had spoken. 

Joseph Courtney, former Town 
Manager, explained the history 
of the Glen Road School in de- 
tail, and the beginnings of 
the present committee - how it 
was-appointed by the Selectmen 


after a town vote last March, 


how it cooperated with the Fi- 
nance Committee, the School 
Committee, the Planning Board, 
/ and the Selectmen. 
The school, he told the meet- 
ing, could be built for $360, 
000, but the Building Commit- 
tee was planning one of $400, 
000 rather than have cheap 
materials. 
He turned the microphone over 
to Paul Niles, of the Comps of 
Megineers, US Army. 
Mr Niles explained how the 
committee had organized, with 
Erwin Hanke, of the previous 
committee as chairman, and him

with all the various town of- 
ficials, consulted with 15 to 
16 architects on design, and 
then chose the firm of Valtz 
and Kimberly because that firm 
was able to best utilize space 
in making a design. 

‘We felt that cheap building 
materials would be a poor e- 
conomy - we have to have the 
most efficient use of design 
and space - 7 schools may be 
built on this design, and we 
can effect economies of about 
$24,000 on each school, with 
this plan’ 

Vincent McLain 

Vincent McLain, Middlesex Ave 
told the town how the commit- 
tee had carefully investigated 
the differences between a cir- 
cular school, a rectangular 
school and a Y shaped one, The 
first, he said wuld cost $400 
000, the second $422,000 and 
the third $450,000. 

Speaking of the additional 
$22,000 that the so-called con 
ventional school would cost, 
he pointed out, would mean 
that the town would spend a 
sum of $11,000, plus interest 
of $7,260 for the school. He 
pointed out that, as citizens 
of Massachusetts they would 
also help to pay for the $11, 
000 that the state will con- 
tribute for the additional 
cost. 

In 6 or 7 schools, McLain 
pointed out, this wuld amount 
to $127,000, for the towns own 
share of the costs, 

Raymond McClure 

Next at the microphone was 
Raymond McClure, who pointed 
out that the rooms would be 
36 feet long, 18 feet wide at 
one end, and 32 feet wide at 
the other ‘in the nature of an 
auditorium’ 

He pointed out that such i- 
tems as teacher’s lounge, re- 
medial reading rooms, medico- 
dental rooms, ete the school 
would have everything demanded 
of it. 

The one problem the committee 
had, he said, was heat, and 
this was solved in a confer- 
ence with a heating engineer 
and contractor, with members

It is worthy to note that the interest in 
this ram is not confined to our district.’ We 
have seen and heard comments in several places 
where there should be no interest at all. 

Basically, of course, it is a case of the 
Republicans trying to recapture the seat held 
by Democrat Tom Donohue of Woburn.’ Mr.’ Donohue 
has the distinction of being the first Democrat 
to represent this district since Grandfather 
was playing sand lot baseball, and the thought 
doesn't go well with the GOPoliticians. 

Mr.’ Donohue has a worthy opponent, as a re- 
sult of last weeks voting - Arthur West of Wo- 
bum, the only Republican elected to office in 
that predominately Democratic city. 

Now it remains to be seen whether Mr. 
will do the bumping, or be the bumpee. 

We aren't going to try to look past our own 
bali-wick, but let it be noted that the Demo- 
erats get, in Wilmington, a vote that most 
clearly reflects their personal popularity. In 
1952 Mr. Tanner, Republican, defeated Mrs. Ter- 
williger, Democrat, 19 to 13.° Mrs. Terwilliger 
be it noted, was not too well known in Wilming- 
ton. 

Two years later he defeated Atty Jim Henchey 
by a much closer margin - 13 to 11. Mr. Henchey 
was, be it noted, well known here. 

Then in 1956 Tanner 4efeated Gilgun 21 to 16 
Eddie Gilgun was a terrific personality in Wo- 
burn, but he didn't have what it took in Wil- 
mington. 

Now does this mean that West will defeat 
Donohue? Not at all.’ Mr. West, first of all, is 
not Mr.’ Tanner. Ile has an uphill fight, for re- 
cognition. And Mr. Donohue is far better known 
(with all due respects to his predecesors) than 
were Mrs.’ Terwilliger, or Messrs Gilgun or Hen- 
chey.° 

As far as weare able to recall at the pre- 
sent moment, the ouly Democrat to really send 
the Wilmington voters into ecstasy was the late 
Governor Paul Dever. Mr.’ Dever carried Wilming- 
ton, in 1948, when the Republicans carried it 
for practically every other office, and he made 
a good showing in 1950, too. Not until he came

The Woburn Democrats will vote for Donohue, 
and West will get moge than a little help there 
The Reading Republicans will vote for West, 
and Donohue, of course, will get some votes 
in Reading. It is in these two towns that the 
decisions will be made. 

North Reading, we feel, will be in the Re 
publican ranks. Wilmington - we don't know - 
its impossible to measure the impact of Donohue 
at this moment. We might see Wilmington 51% De- 
mocratic, and we might see it just a little 
more Republican. 

Looking at some of the other candidates, we 
can note that Furcolo received a strong endorse 
ment from his party in this town, and that Gib- 
bons, the Republican choice for Governor recei- 
ved the largest vote ever accorded one man, in 
one election, in Wilmington--2262 votes in 
1956. Mr.’ Gibbons got more votes that year than 
did Sumner Whittier, and Wilmington was conced- 
ed to be a "Whittier Town*. 

An interesting note, which we discovered 
last week, was the effort in behalf of Alan 
Fenton, of Fairmeadow Road, to get him the Re- 
publican Nomination for State Senator. Mr. Fen- 
ton received votes in Wilmington, and in Stone- 
ham, and we were just as much surprised as the 
next fellow, because we hadn't heard he was a 
candidate. 

The Republicans have, of course, by this 
time chosen William E. Maloney, of Lexington to 
be their standard bearer in the ‘Senatorial race 
Mr. Maloney, a Nurseryman, is the present Re- 
presentative from that area, and has been ac-— 
tive in the town's recreational committee acti- 
vities, and as a Selectman. 

Mr Maloney doesn't need to look very far to 
find his Democratic opponent. It is Attorney

This is to be a prototype. It 
should be flexible should lend 
itself to being made larger or 
smaller with ease - if we make 
this larger we shall have to 
add a conventional corridor 
and then a rectangular build- 
ing - something that can be 
done in a conventional school~- 
by adding only three sides, 

If on the other hand we want 
to make it smaller the archi- 
tect would remove two or four 
walls, leaving an incomplete 
circle. 

I feel that this school is 
lacking - I took it upon my- 
self to ask Mr. Greely, of the 
firm that built the building - 
he made it plain that he had 
for many years wanted to build 
a circular building but also 
presented the thought that he 
would not want to be known as 
aman who built only circular 
school s. 

Qllins read from a letter by 
Greely, which stated that a 
site must lend itself, to a 
circular school. 

Collins ended in a plea to 
the voters to ‘do the commit- 
tee a favor and let them know 
your feelings - a savings of 
$21,000 now would be entirely 
lost if the building would not 
lend itself to repetition on 
other sites, 

Hanke 

The school at Newbury is not 
12 but 9 rooms. It is of beau- 
tiful construction, but we had 
comments - the shape of the 
rooms - it was possible to 
stand on one side of the rooms 
and not see the other. 

The Building Committee and Mr 
QGollins both agreed that the 
kitchen should be in the cen- 
ter but the location was spec- 
ified by the School Building 
Assistance Commission.

watch our TV sets at an angle 
many times - all this talk a- 
bout angles - the teachers 
move the children about the 
rooms as best suits their pur- 
pose.

Terry's cousin, Eddie, all- 
round athlete of Wilmington 
had spent two years in Calif, 
as a guest of the Timmins fami 
ly. The father of the family 
had cime east to escort two 
German scientist to California 
two scientists who were to dem 
onstrate the operation of a 
huge sea-going crane which had 
been captured by the US Navy. 
It was then that Eddie Forrest 
forsook his native terrain and 
met his cousins in the land of 
oranges and smog And ten years 
later, when Terry Timmons was 
to pedal a bicycle east, on an 
errand for the Mayor of Long 
Beach Calif, it was only natu- 
ral that he should stop over 
at the home of cousin Eddie in 
Wilmington, 

Terry 18 years old, graduated 
from St Anthony's High School, 
in Long Beach last June He was 
in effect a care-free youth, 
who had no particular plans in 
his mind, and he decided it 
might be a good idea to bicy- 
cle to the East Coast. Terry 
had an idea that he could ped- 
al all the way to the East 
Qoast even if he started off 
without one cent in his pocket 
The first task was to get the 
bicycle. Terry and another boy 
who had the same idea went to 
see the Mayor of Long Beach, 
Mayor Kealer, 

The Mayor wws not only sympa- 
thetic he was helpful. He made 
a call to the office of the

Each evening, when they had 
arrived at their chosen desti- 
nation, the two boys employed 
the technique of getting into 
conversation with the natives- 
a conversation that qiite natu 
rally turned into a discussion 
of their plans, and an invita- 
tion to come home for dinner 
and a rest. 

Terry’s friend became sick, 
in a place called Salome, Ari- 
zona, He had to call off his 
part of the trip. The $25 was 
given to Terry, who sent it 
East by mail to his cousin 
Eddie - just to prevent him 
from spending it. At the same 


lome Terry wus literally broke. 


The trip took fifty eight days 
of which forty were spent on 
the bike. He pedaled only in 
good weather -on rainy days he 
stayed wherever he happened to 
be. 

The two worst hazards of the 
trip were trucks and dogs, 
There wasn’t too much trouble 
with the trucks, it was just 
that every so often he would 
meet an inconsiderate one. 

On the whole the drivers were 
pretty considerate. Several 
times truck drivers stopped 
and asked if he wanted to 
throw the bike in back, and 
ride a few hundred miles or so 
but Terry always refused, and 
he is glad he did, 

The dogs however, showed no 
consideration. Terry, each 
morning would put three rocks 
in a pocket from the back of 
the bicycle seat. This gener- 
ally was sufficient amunition 
for the day - but one day in 
Missouri the dogs outlasted 
the amunition, and one of then 
tried to put his head right 
through the front wheel. Terry 
took a spill, and bruised him 
self slightly, and after that 
carried four rocks, 

Terry’ s announced destination 
was Boston, but actually it 
was Wilmington - the Eddie 
Forrest home to be exact, 
Terry arrived in Wilmington 
on the 19th of August. He was 
met by a reporter from the 
Quincy Patriot Ledger, who, 
perforce, made the last 30 
miles of the trip with Terry, 
on bicycle, and then wrote a 
story about it. 

The Junior Chamber of Quincy, 
unknown to Terry, had flown 
his mother and sister East, 
Terry learned about it when he 
got to the City Hall of that 
place - for there were the 
distaff members of the family 
waiting with Mayor Della Chie- 
sa and the dignatories. 

Terry was the guest of Mayor 
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time he sent his own $25 east, | Della Chiesa for three weeks, 
to Fddie, so that leaving S ie has been in Wilmington for 


the past week, and is now fly- 
ing back to California,
